Knowing the element of uncertain­ 
ty th a t exists in politics 
the Adams 
county commissioners 
are pursuing 
“ safety first” policy by making p re ­ 
liminary preparations for the regis­ 
tration and assessment of women vot­ 
ers. 
These preliminary proceedings con­ 
sist of procuring registration books 
and miscellaneous m aterial necessary 
for rapid work in case suffrage 
is 
ratified by the thirty-sixth state. 
“ Adams county wants 
to be pre­ 
pared in case the women are allowed 
to vote next November,” said George 
W . Baker, clerk of the county com­ 
missioners. 
“ At gthe present time it 
is difficult to tell whether or not the 
thirty-sixth state will ratify in time 
to allow the women to go to the polls 
this year 
but ratification will 
find 
Adams county re a d y .” 


As A ugust 
31 and September 
I 
have been designated as the last days 
for assessment it 
will be 
necessary 
for 
the thirty-sixth 
state to ratify 
before th a t tim e to give the women a 
chance to vote in the fall 


Suffrage advocates in Adams coun­ 
ty as well as those in all parts of the 
United States are beginning to lose 
hope th a t they will Receive the long 
desired chance 
to vote this fall. 
A 
short time ago their hopes rose high 
when favorable reports for passage of 
th e suffrage amendment issued from 
Dover, the capital of Delaware, but 
the issue met defeat there. 
Last week the eyes of all suffragists 
wefe turned toward 
Vermont where 
Governor Percival W . Clement was 
expected to issue a call for a special 
session of the legislature after a se­ 
cret conference with Senator W arren 
G . Harding, Republican nominee for 
president. 
About 
the 
time 
when 
Adams county suffragists were gain­ 
ing new hope, however, a message to 
T H E TIMES from Rutland, Vermont, 
said th a t Gqvernor Clement had 
re ­ 
fuser! 
“to call 
the legislature 
in 
special session to make possible 
the 
ratification of the Federal amendment 
for woman’s su ffrag e.” 
Not only 
Vermont ami 
Delaware 
but Louisiana, 
Florida, and 
other 
states have failed to grow enthusias­ 
tic about passing the suffrage amend­ 
ment until it appears probable that 
the commissioners will have to wait 
another year before making a regis­ 
tration of women in Adams county.
